His 
name  brings  up  old  inertr  riel  at  tie  Semina- 
ry. His  kindl£  face  and  qjuie-tj  m infers,  the 
absence  of  harsh  criticism,  add  gdneral  cor- 
rectness of  deportment  have  enabled  him  to 
make  many  friends.  !

GKCKRCjlA.  j ! 

In  October,  1899.  the  beotrgu  Bjaptist  Or- 
phan's Home  was  removed  fromj  the  crowded 
streets  of  Atlanta  to  a fifty-acre  farm  at  Hape- 
ville.  Hapeville  is  ip  the  subuijb;  pf  the  city 
oftAtlmta,  on  the  Georgia  Central  Railway. 
A large  part  of  the  farm  is  under  cultivation. 
The  Home  is  now  well  located,  fronting  450 
feet  on  the  track  of  the  Georgia  Central  Rail- 
road. and  faeing  the  railway  station.  The 
farm  was  former jy  run  as  a dairy,  and  its  im- 
provements were  left  intact,  Mr.  E.  O. 
Daniel,  a successful  truck  farmer,  is  looking 
after  the  agricultural  department.  There  are 
about  ($5  children  in  the  Home,  cheerful  and 
happy.  The  institution  is  now  under  the 
auspices  of  Georgia  Baptjists,  rSg.ocjo  strong; 
and,  we  may  well  suppose,  i$  in  good  hands. 
It  is  a special  object  of  c^fe  <j)f  theif  conven- 
tion, and  to  be  considered  of  equal  conse- 
quence of  other  objects  festered  by  the  con- 
vention. 

The  prospects  of  the  Home  are  now  most 
hopeful.  Dr.  James  B.  Taylor,  of  Virginia, 
is  now  its  general  superintendent.  He  is  a 
son  of  James  B.  TayloW,  the  first  Foreign 
Mission  secretary  of  the  Southern  Board,  and 
a brother  of  Dr.  Geo.  Bl  1'ayiot,  pur'  mission- 
ary in  Italy.  He  gained  much  valuable  ex- 
perience in  his  work  while  connected  with 
the  orphan’s  home  of  Virginia.  The  Chris- 
tian Index  says  of  him,  “We  ki^Ow  of  no 
man  ift  all  the  South  to  whom  We  would 
rather  entrust  the  temporal  afid  spiritual  in- 
terest of  the  orphans.”1 

But  the  Home  need*  more,  buildings,  hav- 
ing only  two  farm  houses,  moderately  comfor- 
table. The  property  of  the  orphanage  is  esti- 
mated as  worth  $30,000.  In  t8^8,  Hon.  Jon- 
athan Norcross  gave  $xo  000  to  the  Georgia 
Baptist  Orphans’  H ine.  \^ithin  the  last 
few  months,  Mr  Frank  S Eijiridgp,  of  Jack- 
son,  Gja.,  gave  $5,000  for  the  erection  of  a 
house  for  girls,  in  horn*  off  his)  nobje,  Chris- 
t an  mother;  and,  a month  or  tpoj|e  ajgo.  Judge 
J.  R Brown,  of  Canton,  Ga  , pave  the  same 
amount  to  the  institution  for  a memorial 
building.  At  Griffin,  at  the  Stpte  Convention, 
last  April,  $8,000  was  pul  in  -sight  in  cash 
and  valid  pledges  for  the  eteetjion  of  a “main 
building  ” Mrs.  A.  D.  Adair,  94  (Washing- 
ton street,  Atlanta,  Ga. , is  pjrejidout  of  the  I 
Board  of  Managers.

The  Home  was  located  at  Evergreen,  says 
the  manager,  because  it  is  a “good  town 
with  tbebtst  health  record  in  the  world,  and 
no  whiskjf,  andpwtrong  Baptist  church.”  I 
Lai  much  iucliued  to  go  to  evergreen  myself. 
’’The  fountain  pf  youth,”  so  long  sought, 
must  be  somewhere  near,  .ready  tor  some 
Moses  to  Strike  tl>e  roclc.  The  Louise  Short 
ha*  had  r$8  orphans,  and  has  now  68  chil- 
dren,. It  receives  full  orphans  of  ligitimate 
birfh.  Tvfo  boys  have  been  sent  out  by  ap- 
prenticeship, fifteen  bays  andj  thirteen  girls 
by  adoption,  and  thirteen  boys  and  eighteen 
girls  returned  to  their  people. 

Tfhe  property  of  the  Home  is  valued  at 
$icXqoo.  The  orphanage  h^s  had  only  one 
manager,  Rey.  John  W.  Steward,  wh  > is  the 
life  and  soyl  hf  the  institution.  He  is  a tn  in 
of  remarkable  energy.  He  p’eaded  for  the 
beginning  of  the  work,  and  rrquested  that  he 
migh  ; be  permitted  to  take  charge  of  it  with- 
out Sclary. j He  is  ably  s cotid'd  in  his  good 
work 'by  G,  R.  Farnham,  president  of  the. 


iana  is  our  vounger  sister,  close  to  us, 
ch  bploved  We  have  given  the  State 
md  men.  The  Baptists  of  Louisiana 
inaugurating  their  orphanage.  They 


have  an  orphanage  committee,  which  is  now 
caring  for  a few  orphans  in  Baton  Rouge,  La. 
They  have  a building  at  Keacbi,  that  will  be 
used  as  a t.mporary  Home  lor  little  ooes.  It 
hssfeeo  brightened  by  n pairs,  and  the  last 
convention  (ordered  the  orphans  taken  to  it,' 
but  as  yet  no  matron  has  been  secured  to  care 
lor  then*.  Louisiana  Baptists  are  much  in- 
*erejlcd  in  the  enterprise,  and  we  may  con- 
fidently expect  sopn  to  hear  of  the  fallorgani- 
ration  orf  this  charity.  We  shall  watch  it  with 
much  ii^tertM. 

MISSOURI. 

The  Baptist  orphanage  of  Mis^ori  may  be 
lound  at  1906  Lafayette  Avenue,  St.  Louis. 
It  began  to  receive  orphans  in  r884.  and  has 
gieen  a home  to  1950  children.  Sixty  two 
orphans  ar*  now  in  the  orphanage.  The 
mortuary  report  gives  an  average  of  four 
deaths  a year.  This  carnality  should  not  be 
the  subject  of  reroa'k,  as  in  the  city,  they 
must  often  rtefive  children  who:e  health  h»s 
been  irnpairtd  by  exposure  or  lack  of  proper 
food.  Boys  under  reven  years  and  girls 
under  twelve  are  received  into  the  institu- 
tion; 163  children  have  been  provided  with 
homes  Anyone  adopting  one  of  the  children 
must  mike  it  an  heir  ‘‘as  though  born  in  the 
family.”  The  child  adopted  must  b.-  sent  to 
school,  |n  church  and  to  the  Sunday  school. 
It  would  l.e  letter  for  some  children  in  Mis- 
sis-ippi,  if  they  bad  been  sent  out  as  orphans 
from  the  Mi.mmri  Home. 

The  propirty  of  the  Home  is  estimated  as 
worth  $30  yOo.  The  orphanage  has  a board 
of  managers,  consisting  of  thirty  six  women, 
repressing  the  difierent  Bap  ist  churches  of 
St.  Loins.  Mu.  A H E lers,  1616  N.  King’s 
Highway,  $t  Louis,  is  president  of  the 
board.  A matr<  n has  charge  of  the  Home. 
A board  of  gjtnt'emen  directors  is  appointed 
by  the  Qeiieriil  Association  of  Missouri.  The 
Home  ia  entirely  supported  by  voluntary  con- 
tributions. Abd  the  cost  of  maintaining  one 
child  is  $75  <^>  a year.

ntttal  movement  was  inaugurated  at  Walnut 
Street  Baptist  Church,  June  2t,  1869,  By  tbe 
la  'ies  of  the  Baptist  churches  of  Lottisvil|ej. 
The  board  of  managers,  originally  consisting 
of  ten  members,  was  provide  nti  lly  dir  ctid 
in  the  securing  of  \fiss  M-ry  A.  Hollings 
woith  as  matron.  This  god  womm  has  seen 
the  orphanage  through  all  of  its  struggles-  ito 
the  piesent time,  atidl  is  now  sup  rintendept 
of  the  Hom^.  In  i87p,  I was  a Kentucky  pasr 
tor,  and  att  nded  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Association  at  Lou'$ville.  The  Association 
went  in  body  to  the  Orphans’  Home,  and  IXri 
Htnry  McDonald  made  a most  touching 
speech.  There  was  an  orphau  in  the  Honifl 
at  that  time,  a descendant  of  John  Walltr. 
The  prop»ity  < f the  orphanage  is  now  estiis 
•Bated  at  $76,000.  During  the  last  year  the 
institution  has  rect  iVjed  thirty-three  children, 
pi  iced  by  adoptiou  eleven,  by  apprentice-hip- 
fifteen,  and  one  has  died.  The  orphanage  pa- 
per is  called  “ The  Orphan’s  Friend.” 

There  is  another  orphanage  in  Kentucky 
called,  The  German  Baptjst  Orphins’  Hotne. 
It  came  into  existence  Aiigust  20.  1871,  and 
has  had  under  its  charge’  206  ch  ldien,  a«d 
has  twenty-two  orphans  at  present.  About; 
two  thirds  of  tho*e  who  have  been  received 
have  been  provided*  with  homes-  Its  orop- 
erty  is  fralued  at  $20,000.  The  institution 
was  located  at  Louisville,  as  the  property  was 
donated  with  the  understandii  g t h at  it  was  not 
to  be  put  els. where.  Edward  Zachert  is  noW 
superintendent,  The  superintendents  before 
,bim  were  Magdalena  Weimer,  and  John  T.j 
Dohrmann. 

TKNNESSEB. 

The  Tennessee  Baptist  Orphans’  Hom^  js 
in  Nashville,  709  Monroe  Street.  It  was  es- 
tablished in  1891  It  now  enjoys  immunity 
fiom  debt,  which  must  be  delightful.  Six 
years  ago,  it  was  $10,000  in  debt.  Dr.  aL  J. 
Holt,  the  financial  ageut  for  the  Baptists  of 
the  Stat  of  Teunesshe,  has  had  much  to  do 
with  the  liquidation  of  tbe  debt.  But,  per- 
haps, Dr.  W.  C.  Golden,  President  of  the 
Board  has  borne  the  heaviest  bnrden.  He 
has  been  president  of  this  board  for  six  years, 
doing  all  the  corie-ponding.  He  is  a valua- 
ble man  in  Tennessee.  j . . 

The  Home  now  has  jtwenty-six  orphans 
under  its  care.  In  the  nine  years  of  its  exist- 
ence, 13 1 children  have  known  its  kind  char-  - 
ities,  about  seventy-five  h*ve  been  provided 
with  homes,  and  three  hftve  died.  Mrs.  E. 

C.  Saunders  who  had  been  matron  for  nearly 
eight  years,  recently  re-igned  because  of  fail- 
ing health.  The  property  of  the  Home  is 
peihaps  wc nh  $18  obo.  A few  weeks  ago, 
Mr.  T<  s-e  French  of  Jji.  L >uis,  formerly  a cit- 
izen of  Nashville,  ptjOtni  ed  to  give  $6oo.o0 
to  build  a new  veranda  to  the  Home.  At  the 
last  Convention,  D:.  VV.  C.  Golding  took  a 
collection  iu  cash  and  >ledge»  of  $367.52. 
All  this  sjieaks  well  for '"enite.-see  Baptists. 
They  are  above  us  geographically,  and  per  - 
haps in  thfe  estimation  01  some  of  them;  bai,"1 
it  tht  y wi'l  keep  their  ts  rs  opoi  they  may 
hear  something  from  us  \ery  soon  that  may 
astonish  them .

The  Home  is  in  the  coanty  for  the 
hem  fit  of  room,  where  the  Or  phanage  owes 
400  acres  of  rich  black  land,  or  lamented  with 
7,000  fruit  trees,  and  delightin  j the  eye  with 
a herd  of  sixty  Jersey  cattle  | razing  on  its 
meadows.  On  this  farm  the  b >ys  get  domra- 
training.  The  property  of  the  iome  is  worth 
$210  000. 

Dr.  R.  C.  Buckner  isgenenl  manager  of 
this  Home.  He  is  the  foil nde  of  tbe  inMn- 
tution,  and  has  been  solfc  mamiger  of  it  lrr>» 
the  beginning.  The  board  of  trustees,  aril- 
pet  nating,  meets  annually  and  audits  the 
books  of  the  genera]  yi miger.  mt  does  noth- 
ing more.  After  the  retire  met  t of  the  pres- 
ent manager  the  Home  is  to  pass  directly 
and  entirely  under  the  knnaij  ement  of  the 
trustees.

No  state  has  more 
aoqd  for  oatsule  capital  thin  Mississippi  at 
pr.-te.it  bat  capital,  which  is  proverbially 
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on  railroads 


and  p-rbistent  persecution  bj  trur  ipeji-up  and 
speculative  litigation. 

“Butthere  is  another  point  of  v’aw  which 
as  yet  has  not  been  pnsffi’ei  , th.it  this  litiga- 
tion is  also  directly  burdens ome  sn4  expen- 
sive in  <>th-r  ways  to  the  p»op  e w tp  are  hot 
at  all  interested  in  this  qliss  bf  litigation. 
The  people  are  in  e tsted  in  cVe;jj>  freight 
rates;  bht  • while  the  r.iilro  id  c tipar.ies  are 
called  upon  to  defend  hundr  d-  of  damage 
suits,  mostly  speculative  in  their  character, 
making  large  outlays  of  money  fjr  lawyers’ 
fees  and  costs,  and  paj  ing  h'javy  rt  relic’s,  all 
of  which  goes  into  the  expense  arcount,  and 
all  of  wihich  goes  into  the  expens;  of  opera- 
tion. thp  burden  to  a great  exterit  fajls  upon 
the  'people,  for  a railroad  company  has  a 
fight  under  the  law  to  earn  a |r<  aicrafele  profit 
on  the  n|onev  invested,  and  th-  cts'  of  opera- 
tion. far  as  it  can,  it  curie-’  int  > the  ex- 
penses iieuiFed  in  litigation,  and  the  farmers 
and  me{chan's  have  a laTge  part  of  the  -bill 
to  pay.  j It  is  a direct  expense  to  them  in 
keeping  up  rates.  But  this  i;  mot  all.  These 
matters  J>f  speculukive  litigation  fi  1 the  dock- 
ets of  tl)e  courts,  prolong  thij:  term  of  courts, 
thus  dinjctly  burd.ning  the  count  es  where!  it 
is  carried  on .

It  is  a signigeank  f Jet  thfit  tfce  bulk 
of  this  legation  is  by  negtoef  anc  the  attor- 
neys who  contract  wjith  them  threugh  a di- 
vision of  the  spoilsj  It  isagre.it  jxpense 
to  the  railroad  companies  whethei  they  win 
or  lose  the  cases,  for  they  have  tieit  attor- 
neys’ fees  to  pay. 

“Most  of  the  litigants  are  person  wjho  can- 
not pay  the  costs,  and  if  the  railn  ad  krompa- 
nies  win,  all  the  costs  incum d 1 avjt  to  be 
paid  by  the  railroads.  It  is  all  to  win  and 
nothing  to  lose  with  the  plaintiffs. 

The  expense  falls  on  the  rajlroai  s directly, 
aud  indirectly  on  the  people. 

“It  is  time  to  reason  together  s 1 iouf  these 
things,  and  in  every  possible  ivay  distounte- 
nance  this  unjust  persecution  o ra  lroads, 
which  for  recent  years  has  beei  so  ife  in  this

It  is  part 
of  a letter  written  by  the  Apostle  Paul  to  a 
young  Christian  teacher  in  a community  no- 
torious for  drunkenness  among  other  vices, 
instructing  him  how  and  what  to  teach.
